I am willing 
to accep.t Mr. Johnson as an-author- 
ity up-to the time of the publica- 
tion of the article, but I wonder if 
you fully appreciate the import of 
Mr. Johnson's article. 


The article was published in 1913, 


but, 
in an introduction, 
evidently 


added after the 
manuscript 
was 


originally submitted, Mr. Johnson" 
states that it was written -in 1911 
and its publication unavoidably de- 
laycrtjind that "the science of wa- 
ter purification is progressing rap- 
idly." You did not quote the whole 
of the table, omitting- therefrom the. 
years upon which the averages were 
based. If you will examine the ta- 
ble, 
you will find that the latest 


year tabulated, for any city is 1910, 
consequently you are citing a table 
that is 13 years old and practically 
out of date with reference to a sci- 
ence that the author admits is rap- 
idly progressing. 


If you will examine Page 39 of 


the same article, you will also find

"Eckersall has been

ence for a decision for which I am 
alone responsible" Col. Mumma's 
etter said. "He only gave finality 
a the .decision upon ray statement 
to him that the play occurred. 


"In arriving at my judgment of 


what actually took place I had to 
use my 'own eyes and decide to the 
dictates of my own conscience and, 
laving done so, I assume full re- 
sponsibility for what proved to be 
an unfortunate defeat. 
The only 


question- that ever entered my mind 
with reference to the play was 'Did 
ihe referee blow, his whistle?' not 
having heard one blown, and being 
distant from the referee at the 
time I asked him as soon as he ar- 
rived at the spot if he had blown 
his whistle. 
Upon receiving a ne- 


gative reply I gave him the facts 
on which he ruled." 


"Rockwell was hit, but struggled 


to his feet 
and 
ran 
diagonally 


across the field; as he did tha*. I hit 
him, he went down and I held hba, 
•but we had been repeatedly warned 
by the referee against piling on a 
tackled man, so my team mates did 
not help hold him down," asserted 
Captain Marty Below in connection 
with the disaster of last Saturday. 


As 
Rockwell was brought 
to 


earth near the side-lines, Field 
Judge Mumma ran out and placed 
his foot in line with the spot where 
the ball had apparently touched the 
ground. But the referee, who, fol- 
lowing the play, turned and noticed 
that Rockwell was continuing his 
run down the field towards the 
Wisconsin 
goal line. 
Indecisively 


he looked at llumma and after, a 
hurried conference with 
the field 


judge, who appeared equally as in- 
decisive, called the play a fair one, 
and the touch-down legitimate. 


Tribune Defends Eckersall 


At this point occurred, according 


to Coach Jack Ryan, a fatal error, 
instead of calling a conference of 
officials', as should have been done, 
in accordance with Coach Ryan's 
demand, he permitted' the decision 
to rest as he had made it.

A. Brackett '25 was given in an un- 
official communication to Ths Car- 
dinal yesterday by George E. Cur- 
rie L 2, secretary of the Student 
court.

Currie points out that the condi- 


tional suspension of Brackett was 
both legally and morally justified. 
The court has a copy of the sup- 
oena bearing a certiticate of serv- 
ice signed by Brackett, according 
to Currie. The summons to appear 
before the court were left in the 
hands of thi! house president 
at 


which Brackett is living, and was 
notified of the summons. 


Justifies Action 


The court took the only action 


available to retain its sell respect 
when it suspended Brackett, Currie 
declared. 
The unofficial communi- 


cation follows: 


Editor, The Cardinal: 


The 
belief that the student 


body is entitled and dtsirous to 
know the true state of facts in 
the matter of the suspension of 
Max A. Brackett by the Stud- 
ent court prompts the writing 
of this letter. It is the writ- 
er's belief that the conditional 
suspension 
of 
Brackett 
was 


both legally and morally just- 
ilied, and I have the 
utmost 


confidence 
that 
the 
student 


body will concur in this belief 
when it has heard both sides of 
the episode. 


Mr. Brackett was duly serv- 


ed with a subpoena to appear 
before the student court Mon- 
dav evening, 
November 12th 


to give testimony in the elec- 
tions frauds case now before 
the court. A copy oi' this subpo- 
ena bearing a certification of 
service signed by Brackett re- 
poses in the files of the court. 
Ho appeared Monday evening, 
November 12th, and was then 
and then duly notified by the 
court that the hearing would 
be continued to Thursday ev- 
ening, 
November 
3Sth, 
and 


that he should reappear at that 
time. 


Warned by Court 


He alone of the 
witnesses 


then in court refused to sign 
a certification that he had been 
notified 
to 
appear Thursday, 


but he was informed 
-by 
the 


court 
that 
he 
was 
legally 


bound to appear 
whether 
he 


signed 
such 
certification 
or 


not, 
and that the service of 


another 
subpoena was not re- 


quired. 
Thereupon 
Braekett 


threatened to do what he act- 
ually did do, and stated that he 
would not appear Thursday ev- 
ening in language 
that 
was 


scarcely mistakable. The court 
of action on his part might re- 
warned him that such a course 
suit 
in 
serious consequenses. 


Wednesday, November 14th, a 
summons to appear

night was left in the custody 
of the president of the house 
at which Brackett resides, and

Such leaving of summons at 


Brackett's place

step on the court's part but it 
served to remind Brackett that 
the court expected his presence 
Thursday evening.

N ten years Madison's annual interest 
bill has doubled. The figures prove 


that this city is pursuing a slovenly fiscal 
policy in which the debts of this gener- 
ation are being loaded on generations to 
come. 


Can anyone defend a fiscal system that 


takes over $150,000 a year from the 
pockets of the taxpayers for interest on 
debts? 
Think of the municipal im- 


provements that could be brought about 
with the money that is now being ex- 
pended for intrvrest. 


Isn't it time for the public spirited cit- 


izens of Madison to begin thinking of 
ways and means to work out an intelli- 
gent financial policy that will cut down 
our bonded indebtedness rather than to 
continue piling up bond issue after bond 
issue? 


Madison is being faced by a serious 


money problem. 
Nine big bond issues, 


totaling almost $1,500,000 are staring 
the common council in the face, and if 
they are passed, Madison will be bonded 
almost up to the limit permitted by state 
law. 


Madison shares the practice of many 


American cities of issuing bonds upon 
bonds to pay its debts. 
When a city 


wants to build streets, or schoolhouses', 
or water-supply systems, it issues bonds, 
which become payable in 10, or 20, or 30 
years. And when the time arrives that 
these bonds must be paid, it often hap- 
pens that the city is broke, and has no 
money to pay. So another issue of bonds 
is pat out,'to pay for the old issue. In 
this way cities pile debts upon debts, 
paying higher and higher rates of inter- 
est as they go along. 


Thus in 1903, before many of the 


present generation were born, Madison 
built fire-stations, storm sewers, and 
streets, for which Madison taxpayers 
are paying today; and will not finish pay- 
ing for for years to come. 
Public im- 


provements that were made 30 years ago, 
and which have become worn out and 
have disappeared since, are being paid 
for indirectly by the present generation. 
In short, we are being made to pay the 
debts of dead men. 


But if we are being made to pay the 


debts of a past generation, we in turn, 
are wishing debts upon future genera- 
tions. When the common council au- 
thorizes a $425,000 bond issue to build 
schools, these schools will not be paid for 
until 1945 or 1950. 
T 


HE rank waste of this system of pub- 
lic finance lies in the need of paying 


large amounts of interest on the money 
borrowed. 
When the common council 


authorizes a bond Issue of $1,000,000 to 
be paid over a period of 20 years, the in- 
terest on this amounts to more than half 
a million dollars. Thus a very large pro- 
portion of the money paid in taxes is 
used to pay interest on money which ac- 
tually is made to work..

The Lemur

tists who study the evolution of man are the 
forests of Madagascar, western and eastern 
Africa and several of the Asiatic islands.

Chambers of ci*imerce in 
Michigan 
cities 


have gone ir.to the neighborly business of trying 
to steal Wisconsin industries for Michigan. Wis- 
consin manufacturing concerns 
arc 
receiving 


solicitations from Michigan town boosters nrg 
ing that they move across the lake on the plea 
that taxes in Michigan will be lower. 


We take the comparative figures from a re 


port ijsued by the federal census bureau. 


The Michigan total of $92.538,433 to operate 


state government last year represented per cap- 
ita taxes of $24.07. Tho $3-1.502,118 required to 
operate Wisconsin's government last year rep- 
resented per capita taxes of !j>!2.y2. 


Nine years ago the total cost of Michigan go%-- 


ernment was only $18,264,977. or $5.GG per cap- 
ita; 
while the per capita cost in Wisconsin in 


1914 
was $5.41 and the total cost of operating 


the state government was $15,890.525. 


In other words, Wisconsin's cost of state gov- 


ernment increased 119 per cent iu nine years, 
while Michigan's cost jumped 406 per cent. In 
nine years, per capita costs of state government 
were increased by ?6.ul in Wisconsin, while they 
were shooting up SIS.41 in Michigan. 


These facts may be good bait to lure Badger 


industries into Michigan, but most of them may 
be "from Missouri" before they go from Wis- 
consin for an oi;t-of-t.he-frying-pan-ir,to-the-f".re 
venture. 


It is fin to the administration at Madison 


to clear away suspicions and, 
if the board 


lias become a political football, 
under the 


control of those working lor political advan- 
tage, tr> remedy the situation without delay. 
Wisconsin can stand p. lot 
of politics, but 


ivhen it comes to playing politics with the 
state institutions and the wards of the state 
confined in them, a good stopping place has 
been reached.—Milwaukee Sentinel.
